SOME RECORD. ith the ten-day Easter recess underscoring the halfway mark of the 
second session of the Eighty First Congress, the Truman legislative program 
remains bogged down in a mire of political maneuvering.

Total U. S. Population is expected to top 151,000,000 and 
reports on the tabulations and breakdowns of all data collected will run into miles 
and miles of text and charts. 

Results will be published earlier than ever before—most of them within a year 
—thanks to carefully planned mechanization of the tabulating process with over 
thirty electronically operating statistical machines each handling 400-500 reports 
per minute. 

50 years ago, when the 1900 census was started, tabulation of the 1890 returns 
had not yet been completed. 


TOLL OF STRIKES. The Labor Department reports over 50,000,000 man-days lost in 
1949 by striking workers, with pension and insurance demands important issues 
and causing 55 percent of the idleness. No record is available on secondary idleness 
caused by material shortages due to strikes. But unemployment and strike-made 
idleness will not deter union leaders from continuing the drives that may eventually 
kill the goose that laid the golden egg. 


SECTION 608, F.H.A. ACT must be re-enacted promptly or the building boom will hit 
the skids—that’s what leaders in some branches of the building materials industry 
say. Multiple housing construction expects to be particularly hard hit, if reenact- 
ment of Section 608 is long delayed. 


LUSTRELESS LUSTRON. Aijiter the Reconstruction Finance Corporation backed the 
Lustron Corporation to the tune of $37,000,000 it balked at putting up more dough, 
had a receiver take the concern over. 

The original founder and super salesman of the enterprise actually put up 
$1,000 of his own money, sold the R.F.C. millions into it, sold himself into a 
$50,000 per year job but couldn’t sell enough steel houses to continue operations 
after Uncle R.F.C. stopped handing out millions. 

That’s where Government in business “will be lucky to get back 5 cents on the 
dollar” according to the super salesman’s own estimate. 


EXPORTS AND ECA. Paul G. Hoffman, Administrator of the Economic Cooperation 
Administration told Congress that export business must be expected to drop, when 
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the Marshall Plan ends in 1952. He warned also that here in the U. S. there will 
be some cases of serious competition from foreign imports, but that alert manage- 
ment must find a way around it. Having engineered the job of building up that 
foreign competition with American dollars, Mr. Hoffman may one of these days 
be called upon to show American business how to “find a way around it.” 

Meanwhile President Truman has directed Gordon Gray, retiring Secretary of 
the Army, to develop plans for helping foreign countries how to find American 
dollars with which to pay for American exports after the Marshall plan ends. 

You have one guess as to where those dollars will be “found” in the presidential 
election year 1952. 


NO FISHING IN F.B.I, FILES is what J. Edgar Hoover told the Senate. President 
Truman backed him up, but as a friendly gesture he has asked the Loyalty Review 
Soard to make a full check-up o1 persons accused by Senator McCarthy. 

It is reported that the late President “Teddy” Roosevelt was less polite under 
somewhat similar circumstances. When the Senate of those days subpoenaed some 
files from the Attorney General, Teddy said, “I have those papers in my possession 

the only way the Senate or the Committee can get them is through my impeach- 
ment.” That settled it. 

Anyhow, so far all the sniping at the State Department has not ruffled Secretary 
Acheson’s poise 


EXCISE TAXES. Congress is going to put through some excise tax cuts—come hell or 
high water—even over a Presidential veto. 

Cuts will come where the largest number of people will know about it, on 
retailers taxes, passenger fares, amusement taxes—it’s election year, you know. 
What losses in Government income those cuts produce will be regained by jacking 
up gift and estate taxes. 

And the House Ways and Means Committee is flirting with the idea of extract- 
ing some lucre from the high, wide and handsome riding radio and television 
industry via application fees and license fees on radio and television stations; the, 
excuse being to make the involved federal regulatory agencies such as F.C.C., 
C.A.B., LC.C., etc., self-supporting. 

Unless that plan is killed by industry and nationwide protest you might next 
have a federal law for licensing all business to support the Department of Commerce 
and another for licensing all farmers to support the Department of Agriculture, 
and another for licensing all workers to support the Department of Labor. 

With such licensing laws in effect, socialization of all business would be an 
easy matter, 


STEEL—THE GUINEA PIG? A\jter recent public hearings on steel, the joint Senate- 
House Economic Committee (Senator O’Mahoney, chairman) in a 66-page report 
recommends: (1) Government hearings on all industry-wide price increases; (2) 


Inquiries to determine if perhaps the steel industry has taken on the aspects of a 
public utility and should be brought under legislation including price control; (3) 


‘ 


Finding means of achieving “‘a greater degree of competition in the steel industry” 
and investigating feasibility of requiring Federal charters or licenses for companies 
doing interstate business and extending financial aid to new and small steel firms; 
(4) That all major steel producers be required to submit regular reports on prices, 
output, costs and profits to the Federal Trade Commission. 

If such Federal licensing and controls should come—could socialization be 


far behind?
